To mme loaders tho treatment ot to 


ordinary a subject as how to weep a 
zoom may appear 
superfluous, but 


others, possibly of more experience, will 
realize bow difficult it is to secure a 
satisfactory accomplishment of the oper- 
•tlon, especially from 
hired 
help. 


Sweeping is an art, ot, to be more cor- 
net, it is one of the important labors 
that come under the head of domestic 
•oienco. As such Good Housekeeping j 
devotes attention to it in the following j 
worts: 


To get a room ready for sweeping take* 


time. There should bQ a variety of 
brushes and cloth!—a paint brash for 
removing the dust that lodges in carv- 
ing which cannot be reached by a dust 
cloth, B, stiffer brush for the moldings 
coarser than cprvings, and a sharp knife 
for tbe corners, although it may not be 
necessary to use the latter. 


Now, if properly "arrayed" for the 


occasion—a dress of some material that 
will wash, a dnst cap that covers the 
head and bands incased iu gloves—all 
small, movable articles, ornaments, 
bric-a-brao, etc., should be dusted and 
removed from the the room, rugs taken 
into tbe yard, .well shaken and beuteii, 
and left there until wanted, cnvtninB 
rolled as high as possible anil windows 
opeued nn inch or two. If there «ro 
draperies at the window, they should bo 
shatou and folded' away or covered. 
Enrnitnro that is too heavy to be set 
out of the room should bo dusted and 
covered with a sheet. All upholstered 
places need sweeping with a whisk 
broom. 


Having brushed tbe moldings at the 


top of the wall with a long handled 
brush, begin at the farthest coruev and 
sweep continuously toward the door, 
taking short strokes. After brushing a 
few strokes, sweeping a square yard of 
space ono way of the carpet, sweep iu 
over in the opposite way. 
\Yhea the 


entire carpet has been swept iu this 
way, gather tho dirt into the dustpan 
and burn it. Do not let the pan stand 
with the dust in it after tho swaopinj 
Is done, but bttrn immediately. If the 
carpet is extra dusty, some coarse Indian 
meal mixed with water, jost enough to 
slightly moisten, scattered over a small 
placo at a time and swept off lightly 
will take the dnst with it m:d brighten 
the colors in the carpet. Salt may be 
sprinkled on any carpet without harm- 
ing it, but tea leaves, Indian meal or 
anything wot should be applied only to 
dark carpets. 


After «he room has been swept two or 


three times, thoroughly aired—the win- 
dows having been thrown wide open as 
soon 
as throngh 
sweeping — walls 


brushed with a white canton nannel 
bag slipped ovei the end of the broom, 
carpet carefully 
gone over with a 


sweeper and the woodwork wiped with 
a damp cloth wipe the surface of tbe 
carpet with a cloth wet in warra water 
to which has been added a few drops of 
ammonia. By doing this the sweeping 
will last twice ns long. Theoloth should 
never be so wet tbat the water will drop 
from it, as this would cauae dampness.
